The Convention was called to order at 12
;"clock m ., by the Hon. L. U. Bridwcll, tem-
porary chairman.
' Prayer by the Rev. L. R. Redding.
The roll of Delegates having been called,

and general satisfaction having been
usual routine of acommtttee on

credentials was dispensed with, and theCou-ve- n

tion proceeded at once to a permanent
organization by electing L. O. Bridewell,
President, and Geo.

Mr". Vhnirnutu: Your Committee on plat-
form bg leave to repijrt the following, be-
ing all that we had time to consider iu the
short time allowed us:

Dt. Resolved. That as the late Amend-
ments to the' Constitution of the United
States have been declared by the highest
authority in the government to be legally
ratified aud confirmed; ajid there being no
appeal from that decision, except through
all the States of the Union, common sense
and true political wisdom dictate the hon-
est acceptance of said amendments as a part
of the fundamental law of the land. We.
therefore, as an integral portion of the peo-
ple of .Mississippi, declare our acceptance of
said amendments in good faith a other laws,
and shall faithfully and honestly maintain
them while they continue a part of the Con-
stitution.

2nd. That we most emphatically condemn
and denounce all violations of the laws, and
especially such outrages as are attributed to
a ed Ku K-ln-x Klan, and avow our-
selves ready at alt times, as law abiding
mes, to sustain the officers of the State and
ccun:y in upholding the laws for the benefit
and protection of all the people of the State;
whi'iC at the same time we aolernnly declare
our litter ignorance of the existence of any
Ku"Klux Klau or other lawless organiza-
tion.

3rd. That intelligence and honesty, as the
qualifications for tiie otliee-holde- r, must
supercede mere party allegiance and politi-
cal trickery; and while we shall always
look to the "people, assembled by their cho-
sen delegates, for wisdom and counsel, we
can put no trust in the packed caucusses of
the mere party hacks.

4th. That the necessity of the State, as
well as the nation. Ls economy in the ad-
ministration of all the affairs of govern-
ment; and in order to effect this economy
and the reduction of taxation, so much
desired, this Convention makes it binding
on the candidates accepting its nomination
for Representatives in the legislature that
they pledge themselves to make every ex-
ertion in their power to have their own pay
reduced from seven to five dollars perday,
and all State and county salaries in the same
proportion.

5th. That on this platform and the honest
enforcement of the principles here uttered,
we invite to and assistance of
every voter of the couuty (whatever shade
of political opinion he may have urged in
he past, or whatever may be the color of

his face) in out detenu tned opposition to the
Ignorant, extravagant, corrupt and oppres
give measures of the radical party, as ex-
hibited to the State and county la its rule of
the to years past.

(ith. That we will nominate no man for
oflice, on whom there rests a shadow of
disqualification by the laws of the general
or State government.

7th. That it Is the sense of this Conven-
tion that all those whose names have been
brought forward as candidates for otlice. and
their friends eball abide in good faith by iu
decision; and that unity or action aud har-
mony of effort on the part of all is necessary
to success. . , , ,

l'roperty ICxeiupt Iy Law from
Tainllou.

There are two exemption laws in force
in this Mate, one. the Act of 1S57 in the Re-

vised Code, and the other the Act of 1870.
which, when construed together, give the
following result as tiie prnper:y exempt
from seizure under attachment of execu-
tion :

1. One hundred and sixty acres of land,
not exceeding in value $1,500 exclusive of
improvements (this is only allowed to
heads of families), and tlie following per-
sonalty to all persons.

2, The tools of a mechanic necessary for
csrrying on his trade.

3. Farming implements necessary for two
male laborers.

4. The implements of a laborer necessary '

for his usual employment. i

5. The books of a student necessary to
complete his education.

0. The necessary apparel of every person.
7. The libraries oi lawyers, doctors and

preachers and the instruments of surgeons'
and dentists, not exceeding $250 in value.

8. The arms and accoutrements of a per- -
son belonging to the enrolled militia.

9. All globes, maps and books used hy
teachers of schools, colh-ges- , etc. And also
the following to each head of a family :

Two work horses or mules; tour cows and
Calves; twenty head of stock hogs; one
hundred aud titty bushels of corn; twenty
bushels of wheat or rice; eight hundred
pounds of pork or bacon ; one yoke of oxen ;

one cart or wagon; two hundred and fifty
dollars worth of household furniture to be

d hv the debtor.
The 160 acres of land are to include the

dwelling house of the debtor. If the debtor
lives in an incorporated town, he is entitled
to $2,000 worth of real estate, comprising
his homestead and other buildings connect-
ed therewith. As to debts contracted after
the first of September, 1870, only eighty
acres of land are exempt, but it may bo of
the value of $1,500.
